24. (Currently Amended) A system for providing a current cellular network 
attribut e to a first t e rminal in a short distanc e wireless n e twork, th e syst e m comprising: 

a logic unit for receiving a request to obtain a cellular network attribute from a 
first terminal connected to a first device in a short distance wireless network; 

a logic unit for determining whether a previously stored cellular network attribute 
is current; 

a logic unit for obtaining the cellular network attribute from a second device 
connected to first device in the cellular network, in response to determining that the 
previously stored cellular network attribute is not current; 

a logic unit for forwarding the cellular network attribute to the first terminal over 
the short distance wireless network; and 

a logic unit for terminating the connection between the first terminal and the first 
device, in response to completing the forwarding of the cellular network attribute to the 
first terminal.
